The Firſt is on the Fleventh day of April, abou 
Two a Clock in the Morning, thereſore inviſible u 
us that inhabit theſe Northen Parts of the Earth; But 
to our Antipodes, and thoſe that live on the more Sou- 


thern Parts of the Globe, it will-appear a very great 
Eclipſe. 


The Second will be on the Fourth Day of Odile 
about Ten a Clock in the Morning, which if the Air 
be clear, we ſhall behold the South Parts of the Suns 
Body to be darkned by the Body of the Moon, but 
the darkned Part will be but ſmall by reaſon of the 
Moon's Parallel and Reftaction, which will almof 
depreſs her below the Limb of that Glorious Body.

Aſtrological Obſervations. 1 
Of the Four Quarters of the War. 


Stronomers divide the Year into four Quarterly 
Scaſons with certain prefix'd Times, which is 
when the Sun enters the four Cardinal Points, others 
divide it into two Parts only, viz. Winter and S:9mer. But 
Nature her ſelf ſeems to point out with the Aſtronomers 
four Quarters or Scaſons of the Year, without any cer- 
tin beginning or terminating, as to any ftriq or ex- 
Time; but according to the Temperature and Diſ- 
poſition of the Air, leſt her fruitful Womb ſhould pro- 
duce Abortive , or want time for Maturity; therefore 
to avoid theſe Inconveniencies, Nature like a careful 
and indulgent Mother, doth produce every Plant, and 
all the other Fruits of her Womb in due and fit 
Seaſons; and leaſt Senſitive Creatvres ſhould miſcarry, 
ſhe delivers them her DiQtates by inſtinct of ſome in- 
ward Motion, Ge |

begin with Winter, according to uſual Cuſtom , by 
rexſon moſt of this Quarter happens within the Limits 
of this Year, ang is as followeth.

4 Yet I procecd and fay, that the Sun in this Spring 
0 Quarter, does upon the fith Day of April ſuffer an 
Eclipſe ; it falls in Iaurus, and the Luminaries ate under 
the Earth in the third Houſe, where Mars is alſo poſited; 
This *cis probable will ſhew its Iniluencies to thoſe Pla- 
ces under that Sign which lie to the Southward of us. 
But ſince I am fpeaking of the tfletts of Eclipſes, it 
will not be improper to have tecourſe to the great E- 
clipſe of the Sun that happen'd on the 22d Day of 
| April 1515, the Effects of which are not manifeſted, but 
WI remain ſtill to Operate ; not only in this Year, but like. 
Lic in the next ſucceeding. That Eclipſe fell in the 
Sign Taurut, fo does this; that in about the 12th De. 
gree of that Sign, this in the Second not very fit from 
the place of the other; which is remarkable: And 
therefore, I ſay, if we lock into the publick Tranſacti- 
ens of the World, there is ſufficient room for Almi— 
tation. What Revolutions are yet to come, we muſt 
wait for their Accompliſhments; tho' as I hinted be- 
fore, thoſe Kingdoms and Places that ate under the 
Sign where both theſe Eclipſes are celebrated, will be 
made ſenſible of their Influences : And 'tis well if 
France in particular may not be a Partaker therc of, alſo 
Ircland ; for ſome have aſſign'd thoſe Kingdoms to 2

under the Iofluence of the Celeſtial Bull, or the Sign 
Tus before named. The truth is, it cannot be ſupo- 
ſed that the Effecte of that great and eminent Eclipſe 
which hath not had its Parallel fince the time of King 
Stephen cen be ſo ſuidenty Extinct. Fat according tg 
the Judgment of Aſtrologers, its EZeQ5 will coottoue 
in force about four Years or more, from and after the 
Diy of the Eclipſe according to the old Rule, wiz, 
Nut horas dura: Eclipfts Solari;, tot annorum aurarorus 
efrctus prænunciat. How many Hours the Fun is e. 
clipſed, ſo many Years willi che Eff- s thergof con- 
tinue. And ſering that the whole Duration of that 
moſt remarkable ſolar Echipſe was about 4 Hours, Ergy 
its Effects may he expected to be in force 4 Years or 
more from the Day of its rſt Appearance. 

There is one Thnz more to be obſerv'd in this 
Verna) Ingrefs, and with which I ſhall conclude, 3nd 
that is, the Sun who is Lord of the Second Howe, is 
sM:&cd with the Oppoſition of Saturn, and the Moon be- 
ing Lady of the Aſcendant, is b-beid by the Maliſick Ray 
of Fupiter, who is Lord of rae Tenth ; theſe form- dahle 
Paſitions threaten the Induſtrious Trader with Want 
of, and duineſs of Trade; whence Diſcontent and 
much Uneafineſs enſues, which load lym with ma- 
ny and great Inconveniencies, that tend to render him 
uneaſie. I proceed now to the Sun's Ingreſs into 
Canecr. | 
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The Sun makes his Entrance into the Solſtitial Sign 
Cancer (wich us) on Sundey the 10th Day of June 1716, 
out 21 Minutes before Noon, at which time the 26th 
Degree of Virgo aſcends here in our Horizon; and 
bout the 25th Degree of Gemini is Culmigating on the 
Cul of the Medium Cali, fo that the Planet Mercury is 
Leid of both thoſe Angles, who is placed in exact Con- 
junktion of the Moon in the 25th Degree of Cancer in 
he loth Houſe, Saturn is virtually in che Aſcendant, 
tho“ poſited in the Sign Libra, in alicoft Partile Square 
ff the Sun. Jupiter is fallen into the gth Houſe, in 
de 13th Degree of Gemini, and Vexws in the 15th De- 
tee of Leo, in the Eleventh. Mcrs is in Conjunction 
rich the Sun in the 10th A in Quartile AſpeQ to 
turn, and Caput Dracants is in the Sccend Houſe in 
J Degrees of Lira.

At the Tngreſs of the Sun into Cancer, all the Pla. 
nets but Saturn are above the Earth, and he not very 
far from it, which may ſigniſie as if the g:and Buſineſß 
of ſome Nations, which were under Conſideration in 
the former Patt of the Year, would now more clearly 
and maniteſtly appear in this Summer Quarter. Mar, 
is in Cancer very near the Body of the Sun, a Sign where 
he is debilitated, and alſo Contrary to his own Nature: 
But being in ConjunMon of the Sun, who is nearly cf 
the fame Nature with himfelf; and Aſtrologers iay, 
Mars is of a Nature hot and dry, chollerick and fiery ; 
and being in an Angle, viz. the 10th Houſe (which i; 
2ccounted one of the Principal of the 12 Houſes) be 
is the more to be regarded: So that from hence very 
angry Macters may be produced. viz. Quarrels, Strifes 
and Contentions to ariſe amongſt ſome People in this 
Summer Quarter,alf ſome Conſiderable Martial Attions 
and Proceedings; ſudden Fres, unruly Doings, and o- 
ther catual Diſsſters, 'tis more than probable (-f the 
Nature of Mn) will happen in ſome Places; alfo vie 
lent Fevers and Peſtilential Diſtempers will be very tiſe 
among poor Mortals thir Seafon. Likewiſe in thoſe 
Countries, wiere there are Prepzrations for War: Thoſe 
will feel the effects of Mars his fre ; by Plunderings 
and ſuch other Dev aſtations, &c. 
God grant there be no hurt done in ſome Places in 
this Summer Quarter by Thunder and Lightning — 
And ſo I come to conſider of the next Quartet.

Houſes. This betokens many Miſcrriages to Women, 
ich Aborrive B:iths, and other like Accidents inci 
dent to the Faie Sex. All the Planets (exc-pt Ong) 2 
was before obterved being under the Fauth, and We 
Lord of the loch, in th: Second, in a friendly Sextil: 
to Jupiter, and in Trine to the Moon, zie Arguments 
tzzat the Councils of Prifices are vet; Calm and Claſe; 
and that the Sons of Fury having fatigu'd themſelvez 
with theit Summers Operstions, are willing to retue 
into Quarters of Refte ſnment.
